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At a called session of the Legislature of the State of Mississippi, 
convened in the Capitol, at Jackson, on Thursday, the 25th day 
of July, 1961, in compliance with the proclamation of His Excel- 
lency, Joux J. Perrus, Governor of the State, in the sovereign- 
ty of the State the 45th, and in the 1st year of the Independence: 
of the Confederate States of America. 

Be it remembered, 'l'hat on the day and year above mentioned, 
the Legislature of the State of Mississippi met as aforesaid, aud 
was’ called to order by President James Drane, of Choctaw 
county. 

Upon a call of the roll the following Senators answered to their 
names, viz: 

Mr. President, Messrs. Brasher, Buchanan, Catchings, Chris- 
man, Harrison, Harris, Howry, Huie, Mason, McCord, Oliver, 
Quin, Rankin, Simonton and Taliaferro. 

On motion of Mr. McCord, the Senate proceeded to the elec- 
tion of Door-Keeper. 

Mr. McCord nominated B. G. Bankston for that offiee, and on 
his motion Mr. Bankston was elected by, acclamation. 

Mr. Bankston was sworn in by the President and proceeded to 
the discharge of the duties of his office. 

Mr. Oliver offered the following resolution which was adopted : 

Resolved, That the Secretary inform the House of Represen- 
tatives that the Senate is now organized, having elected B. G. 
Bankston, Door-Keeper, and is now ready to proceed to business. 

On motion of Mr. Howry, the Senators present were sworn to 
support the Constitution of the Confederate States of America. 

A message was received from the House of Representatives as 
follows :

rule, and, one motion, laid on the table.

Gentlemen of the Senate and House of Representatives L 


It affords me pleasure to announce to you that the revolution 
which you inaugurated last fall, has so far been prosperous and 
successful. The people of this State have united in approving 
your action and sustaining the Confederate Government with a 
unanimity which surpasses the expectations of the most sanguine. 

The call to arms has been responded to in a manner unknown 
in modern times, and the call for means to support our volunteers 
is now being answered with such liberal devotion to the cause as 
to gratify the heart of the patriot, and convince both friends and 
foes that Mississippi is determined to make this a successful strug- 


gle against Northern tyranny, if the united efforts of all classes, : 


ages, sex and conditions of our people can accomplish it. . 
To enable a people thus willing and anxious to aid in the suc- 
cessful prosecution of this just and necessary war with the least 


injury to themselves, and to make some effort to prevent the ruin- 
ous sacrifice of the property, at forced, sales, of those against 


whom constables and sheriffs now have executions in their hands, 
and of a much more numerous class against whom suits have 
been and will be instituted, I have again called you into. extra 
session, - 

The people of Mississippi, on a former occasion of great Doch: 
niary embarrassment, refused to permit forced sales, and sheriffs 
found themselves powerless to enforce the law, and unless some 
remedy can be devised by this Legislature they will, in my opin- 
ion, resort tà a similar course in the next few months, Is it wise 
or safe ior the law-making power to permit a free people ta be 
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goaded to lawlessness, if a remedy can be found. ‘The action of 
this Legislature-has resulted in war, one of its incidents is the 
closing of our ports, which debars the debtor from the means of 
mecting the demands of his creditor, and if the laws for the collec- 
tion of debts are now permitted to be enforced, as in times of 
peace, the debtor class are hopelessly ruined, and the property of 
the country passes into the hands of the creditors and money 
holders at one-fourth of its real value. The war will thus build up 
the fortunes of one class while its burthens press grievously on 
another. Ought not the .Legislature which brought on this revo- 
lution to equalize its burthens as near as possible? As the war is 
made for the benefit of all, its inconveniences and burthens should 
be made. to bear equally on all. L therefore recommend that a 
law be passed postponing the sales of property under all judg- 
meñts heretofore obtained in any court, for twelve months, and 
prohibiting the issuing of executions on judgments hereafter ren- 
dered until twelve months from and after the adjournment of the | 
next regular session of the Legislature. 

This, while it may inconvenience, cannot ruin the creditor, his 
judgment can remain.a lien upon the property of the debtor, and 
when peace is restored he can receive his debt with interest. 
There is a still weightier reason which impels me to ask the pas- 
sage of this law. The safety of the State, the existence of our 
free institutions demand that ali the available means of the whole 
people should be brought to the aid of the State in the fierce and 
protracted conflict on which she has now entered. The people 
thus relieved, will not be constrained to keep a large portion of 

. their cotton crop to save their property from execution sales, but 
can, and I doubt not will, loan it to the government annually un- 
til the war is triumphantly closed. If the end sought in tve above 
suggestions is considered necessary and the manner of reaching 
it objectionable, I will chgerfully co-operate with the Legislative 
branch of the government in any measures which in their judg- ` 
ment will better effect the purpose. 

Another subject which I have deemed of sufficient importance 
to claim the attention of an extre, session of the Legislatuae, is 
the raising of a revenue sufficient to meet ‘the extraordinary de. 
mands on the, State Treasury for the next several years. Private - 
donations to the volunteer companies in uniforming, arming and 
subsisting them, have in the last few months amounted to hundreds 
of thousands of dollars; but these contributions, from the more 
liberal and patriotic citizens, cannot, and in justice ought not to 
be relied on to carry on this war, The man who gives nothing 
from patriotic impulse should be required, by law, to bear his full 
share. ` 

Some increase in the present rate of taxes will{be necessary to 
keap the revenue up to tha present amount, ‘That derived from 
merchandise must fall far short of last yeas, and if a new assess. 
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ment of lands is made the revenue from that source will probably». 
be diminished 40 per cent. The revenue should be increased - 
instead of being diminished. ' 

1 therefore recommend that the present assessment of lands De 
continued during the war, and the revenue law be so amended 
as to impose an ad valorem tax of one-fourth of one per cent. on 
lands and slaves. This, if slaves are valued at five hundred dol- 
lars a head, will increase the revenue from that source, two hun- 
dred and seven thousand eight hundred and forty-four dollars, 
. ($207,844,) and on lands as at present assessed, seventy-one 
thousand five hundred dollars, ($71,500,) making in the aggregate 
two hundred and seventy-nine thousand three hundred and forty. 
four dollars, ($279,544. ) | 

The revenue might, and I think should be further increased by 
incorporating into the revenue law the provision of añ ordinance 
to raise means for the defense of the State, adopted, January 26th, 
1861, imposing a tax of three-tenths per centum upon all money - 
owned by every inhabitant of this State, or controlled by such in- 
habitant, agd deposited, loaned or employed in the purchase of 
notes, bills,- stocks"or any securities for the payment of money . 
without the limits of this State, or kept' from use and circulation . 
within the same, at any time during the fiscal year. 

I can see no reasonable objection to this mode of increasing 
the revenue, and if adopted by the Legislature it will add materi- 
ally to the power of the State, to meet and repel her invading foes. 

As a means of, retaliation on a people who are raising large 
armies for. our subjugation, and of strengthening our defences - 
against them, and at the same time relieving the people from ` 
much of the burthen imposed by this war, I submit it to legis- 
lation, would it not be expedient and just to confiscate all the* 
property of alien enemies within the limits of the State. Lands 
to a large amount could thus be taken from those who invade, and 
become the property of those who defend the State, anda much 
larger amount might be placed in the State Treasury by requiring 
the merchants to give in to the assessors of taxes ari accurate ac- 
count of their indebtedness to Northern merchants, and requiring 
them,to pay one-fifth of the amount into the treasury annually, let 
these annual payments be receivable in the Treasury notes of the 
State." The merchant will thus be facilitated in making his pay- 
ments and the Treasury Notes will be less liable to depreciation 

as a currency. l U 

I further recommend that the Colonels of regiments and Cap- 
tains of detached companies of Mississippi Volunteers, be author- 
ized to appoint managers and clerks, and open polls to receive 
the votes of the Mississippians under their command,‘ for State 
Officers and members of Congress—election to be held in all 
respects as if they were not beyond the limits of the State ; each 
volunteer voting for a member of Congress in the district in which

he holds citizenship. "This recognition of their rights as citizens, 
though on distant tented fields, must bind them closer to a State, 
of which they arg proud, and: will be an act- of simple justice 
from Mississippi t£ her brave sons, who have gone at her call to 
those distant fields, to peril their lives for her honor and safety. 
‘In regard to arms and military stores, I have to report that 
about sixteen thousand stand of arms for infantry and cavalry 
have been brought to the State during my administration. This 
number has not, by thousands, supplied the demands of Volun. 
teers willing and anxions to receive them, and all the efforts kere- 
tofore made by’the Military Board and myself have failed to pro. 
` cure a sufficient number, and to supply the deficiency we are now 
collecting the rifles and double barrelled shot guns throughout the ' 
State, to be used until better can be procured. Ten companies 
of cavalry and ten of artillery have been organized and will soon 
be armed and equipped ready for.the field. "This deficiency of 
arms has been a source of mucli regretto the people, and to none 
-more than myself. It would have heen otherwise, if the appro. 
priation of one hundred and fifty thousand dollars, which in your 
wisdom you made at the last regular session, had baen available 
before the breaking out of the war rendered it impossible to invest 
it in arms. Less than one-third of it was received from the 
taxes then being collected/and paid in the following June. 

Large advances have been made by the State for the Confed. 
erate government, in tents, camp equipage and commutation mo- 
ney for clothing for the Mississippi volunteers ordered into the 
Confederate service, and Col. M. McAfee, Quarter-Master Gen- 
eral has been directed to proceed to Richmond and receive these 
advances and invest them in heavy winter goods, shoes, &c., that 
we may be sure of a proper outfit for such of our troopsjas may 
spend the winter in the field. : 

The Sea Coast being considered the most assailable portion of 
the territory of this State and most likely to be annoyed by the 
'enemy, an agreement has been entered into with the Governors of 
Louisiana and Alabama by which Mississippi bears an equal por- 
tion of the expense of manning and arming small steamers, (suit- 
ed to the shallow waters of the Lakes and Sound,) to keep the. 
enemy's gun boats from our shores. I have also ordered one com- 

, pany of field artillery and four companies of Mississippi Volunteers 
to the Coast, to act in conjunction with the Confederate troops 
commanded by Gen. Twiggs. = 

I have ordered into Camps of Instruction the Four Brigades, 
the raising of which was provided Jor by the: Convention, the 
camps to be formed-some time in August. I have thought it best 
not to call the companies into these gamps in the Spring months, 
as it would materially injure those who cultivate farms, to take 


them away for two months, and suffer their crops to be lost, and 
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for a further reason that it would have exhausted all the means at 
the disposal of the Military Board. 

I have thus hurriedly and briefly attempted to give the Legis- 
lature some idea of the present position of the military affairs of 
the State. 

Victory has so far crowned the efforts of our armies, The 
God, who loves justice and defends the right, seems to have in- 
spired the Confederate Generals with wisdom and our troops with 
valor. But while rejoicing over our victories: we are called to ` 
shed tears over the fallen brave, who have watered the tree o 
liberty with their patriot blood. Mississippi will remember and 
honor their names. May the God -of justice give success to our | 
arms and safety to our sons. l

- MR. PRESIDENT — 


Your committee to whom the resolutions in relation to making 
the Treasury Notes of the Government a legal tender, and re- 


questing the government to purchase therewith the cotton and 
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other crops of the esuntry not needed for home consumption, have 

had the subject before thens, and afierelaborate consideration have 
unanimously adopted them, and have prepared a memorial in ac- 
cordance with the suggestions in the resolution, which memorial 
is herewith presented to the Senate, and its adoption earnestly 


a 


recommended. : 
The mémorial reads as follows: 


MiwonraL of the Legislature of Mississippi to the Provisional 

Congress of the Confederate States of América. 

To the Provisional Congress of the Confederate States: 

Your memorialists would respectfully represent unto your Hon- 
orable body, that so far as they are aware, the people of the State 
of Mississippi are united, to a man, in a firm determination to 
uphold the Independence of tlie Confederate States ; and to main- 
tain to the last, the principle of popular government upon which 
that claim to independence is based, and which a free people can 
never surrender and remain free. There is not, in the opinion 
of your memorialists, a man in the broad limits of this State, who 
does not stand ready to sacrifice property, and if need be, life it.. 
self, in defence of our rights and our liberties which a vandal ` foe 
are seeking, by a most ruthless and wicked war, to crush out for- 
ever. Allthat the people of Mississippi have and all that they 
are, they freely tender to maintain inviolate their freedom and the: 
permanence of their political and domestic institutions. 

How these rights and institutions can most successfully be de- 
fended from assault, and the great principles of self-government 
and popular rights be rescued from overthrow, are subjects of 
the deepest moment. -A great people, numbering their population 
by millions, possessing hundreds of thousands of squaré miles of ` 
most fertile soil; yielding almost every variety of production, 
with a boundless extent of unrivalled sea coast. and the almost 
" monopolists of thos at staples, rice, sugar, tobacco and cot. 
ton, are certainly inVincible by any force that could, without a 
most extraordinary combination, be brought against them. And 
yet while this is undeniably true, it is not the less true that an 
enemy which cannot subjugate may greatly injure: and that one ` 
false step in our onward progress, may greatly protract the hour 
e ultimate relief, and leave us as victors, just less than vanquish- - 
ed. 

Your memorialists believe that the war, which has thus far been ` 
prosecuted with far less injury to our material interests than to 
those of our enemies, may be carried on, apart from the distress- - 
ing casualities ever incident to warfare, to the positive advantage 
of our Government and people, if the measures are adopted 
which appear to us wise and indispensable; while, if they be not: 
adopted, your memorialists can see nothing but a dangerous, 
wearisome and most hazardous pathway outspread before the 
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Government; in which all the people with their infinite variety 
of interests, must likewise tread. ` | d 

To the successful maintenance of even a defensive war, men 
and money are indispensable. We have the men. Every man 
in the Confederacy capable of bearing arms is a willing soldier, 
ready with breast bared, to die in defence of our rights, But 
have we the necessary money, to carry on with vigor and success 
this war for our independence? It will certainly require at least 
one-half the amount per annum, to sustain our armies in the field, 
that the Congress of our enemies have voted to sustain theirs : 
and where is this two hundred millions of dollars, or even the 
half of it, to come from ? To raise it by taxation is an impos- 
sibility. Our young Republic, now but five months old, and in. 
volved in war or preparation for it ever since its birth, is without 
income or revenue. Its foreign commerce is prevented by the 
blockade; and its domestic trade almost at a dead stand still, — 
there is everywhere and of necessity a stagnation and almost a 
total paralysis in business—the country has closed one bnsiness 
season of almost unexampled rigor, and not à ray of light gilds 
the prospect of the one about to open—the monied institutions of 
the land and the few capitalists have been steadily for months 
past, withdrawing their capital from circulation ; and there is 
hardly money enough in the country to supply the daily necessi- 
ties of the people. To speak of raising one hundred millions of 
dollars, by taxation, from a people so circumstanced, and who 
are besides heavily pressed by private debts now rapidly matur- 
ing, were madness. Can the money be borrowed? It cannot 
be, for the simple reason that it is not in the county. All the 
gold and silver in the Confederate States, are not equal to one- 
fourth the absolute necessities of the Government for a twelve. 
month; and the entire negotiable circulation of the land would 
not meet the entire demand. 

But if the money cannot be raised by taxation and cannot be 
borrowed, is it possible to obtain it, or a substitute for it, or must 
the Government suffer, if not perish, for the means of subsistence ? 
Your memorialists think a complete and perfect substitute, and an 
ample supply of the full equivalent of money can bo obtained by 
the' Government, without difficulty or complication, to the certain 
support of the Government and to the infinite advantage of the 
people, without wrong or hazard to any one. It is to be effected : 
simply by a legitimate use of the credit of the Government. It is 
by constitüting by Act of Congress the ‘Treasury Notes of the 
Government a legal tender in payment of public and private debts, 
so long as the war shall last, and for a sufficient period thereafter 
to enable the Government to fund the debt thus created. In the 
` opinion of your memorialists, this is the only possible way by 
which the Government can be supplied with ample means to 
maintain its cause to the uttermost; while at the same time it will 


rescue the people from impending bankruptcy and ruin, and leave 
them and the country more prosperous at the end of the war than 
-they were at the beginning. 

Your memorialists can speak only for themselves and the people 
whom they represent; but they feel that their voice is entitled to 
be heard upon a question which perhaps as deeply affects them as 
any equal number of people in the Confederate States. Fully 
one fifth of the entire cotton crop raised in the Confederate States 
is gathered from the soil of Mississippi; and nearly one-half of 
that which finds its way to the great city of the South-west, is of 
our production. Our people at the commencement of our Gov- 
ernment were in a most prosperous condition; but at the same 
time they were all of them more or less involved in debt. With 
cottón, however, averaging forty dollars" per bale, they were an- 
nually extinguishing a: large debt; and two more crops would 


have gone far to extinguish their liabilities. Itis not an exag- - 


gerated estimate to say that over one hundred millions of dollars 
will fall due in New Orleans within the .next eight months, due 
by the planters in the South-west » fully one-half of which is due 
by the people of this State, and for which the growing and future 
crops are solemnly pledged. With the blockade in force, not a 
pound of this cotton will be sold and none of this debt can be 
paid. The inevitable result must be the suspension of every 
mercantile house in New Orleans; and the temporary prostration 
of their banking institutions; which have been at best but fair- 
weather friends: to the merchant and the planter, seducing them 
in prosperous times to extravagant outlays, but on the first ap- 
proaches of the storm, pressing them to the wall. The further 
and in&vitable result will be a still greater scarcity of money, a 
total cessation of trade, a loss of all confidence between man and 
man, and a ruined and impoverished people. We can see nothing 
to prevent this but for the government to save the people and it- 
‘self, by first declaring its Treasury Notes a legal tender, thus 
giving them all the negotiable qualities and characteristic of gold 
and silver, and -making them equally efficacious in paying debts 
and buying property ; and secondly, by purchasing of the planter 
all the cotton he may raise at an average, according to quality, of 
ten cents per pound ; and thus furnishing the planter with a: mar- 
ket for his cotton and the means to meet and pay his debts and 
putting into circulation the undoubted equivalent of money to sup- 
ply the vacuum in the circulating medium caused by the destruc- 
tion of exchanges and the annihilation of foreign commerce ; 
while at the same time the Government would possess itself of 
the most powerful lever to move the nations of the old world to 
the speedy recognition of our independence and the opening of 


the seaports; and to induce our enemies to lay down their arms : 


and come to terms of peace. 
Our proposition and our position is that the Government will 
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make its notes a legal tender and buy with them all its wants for 
its own necessities, snd will also buy our cotton at a fair priee, 
and hold it as ingots of gold are held in the vaults of the Bank of 
England, as a basis for the redemption of the notes issued for it, 
but also as having a far higher value and power than ingots of 
gold, viz: a power to bring suppliants to our feet the nations that 
must have our great staple or starve. Let this cotton belong to 
the Government and without its consent not one bale of it could 
ever find its way to foreign ports, however far our enemies may 
succeed in penetrating into the' country, and whatever of our 
. Cities they may capture. "The torch applied by the hand of Gov. 
ernment would reduce it to ashes before it should fall into the 
hands of our foes. ; 

Your memorialists wogld further give it as their opinion that 
even if the blockade were raised and the war to continue, cotton 
could not bring its wonted price; and there would still be a ne- 
cessity for the supply of an additional currency to meet the wants 
of the people. Their debts were contracted under the long con- 
tinued stimulus of prosperity: and they are the more oppressive 
at the sudden but temporary !mpoverishment of the county. ` It 
has been. the habit of the people of this State to trade largely 
with the West. Itis within bounds to say that this State alone 
has bought not less than eight millions of dollars of western pro- 
duce every year; and the Confederate States not less than forty 
millions, or one-fourth the entire value of the cotton crop. The 
West in turn purchased its supplies from the North ; the North 
from Europe, and Europe the raw material from us, thus com- 
pleting the circuit of exchanges. But this circuit is now broken, 
and to the extent of forty millions of dollars. ‘The West is un. 
able to be purchasers from us. The same is true even to a great. 
er extent of our dealings with the North; and the present war 
while it lasts will diminish the ability of the Northern States to 
purchase our cotton either in its raw or manufactured state, and 
to that extent will lesson the demand for it. 

There is another consideration which has great weight in in- 
ducing your memorialists to ask that your Treasury Notes be 
made a legal tender. It is the only way by which they can be 
- retained at-their par value. Already refused by the specie-pay- 
ing Banks and capitalists, «they are at a discount for gold, and 
when they will not pay debts and are put out in large quantities, 
the discount will grow greater and greater until they cease to 
have anything but à nominal value. And in each case of depre. 

.ciation the loss falls on the. patriotic citizen who desires to up- 
` hold the government, while the profit is that of the rapacious spec- 
ulator and capitalist, The only way to lift patriotism from under 
the ban is to force, by the power of the Government all men to 
receive themat par. "This compels each and ail to bear burdens, 
endure the responsibilities and share the fate of the Government ; 
and in our judgment it can be effected 10 uo otuer way. 
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One of the advantages and by no means än inconsiderable 048, 
of making these notes a legal tender, will be the uniform cutren- 
ey they will establish throughout the Confederate States. Having’ 
the value of coin everywhere, they will constitute a safe and cer. ` 
tain medium of domestic exchange, and will prove invaluable to 
all travelers throughout the Confederacy. 

The war in which we are engaged must sooner or later come 
to its termination. When that/auspicious event comes, if the 
policy your memorialists have suggested is adopted, it will find 
our Government and people in a prosperous condition, far beyond 
what would have been (heir case had there been no war. The 
staple productions of the country finding a market at home and a 
purchaser in the Government, would have relieved the pressing 
wants of the people; while owing to the blockade and the ces- 
sation of business intercourse with the North, there would: have 
been a suspension of the enormous debt due to the people of the . 
free States by the South, and which is not less than one hündred 
millions of dollars. Besides the actual economy taught our peo- 
ple by the novel circumstances in which they have found them. 
selves, would have proved a positive benefit. If the war termi- 
nate in a year, and the government buy the whole crop at an 
average of ten cents per pound, it would amount to one hundred 
and sixty millions of dollars, estimating the crop at four millions 
ef bales. If in addition to this the actual expenses of the Gev- ` 
ernment in support of the army and itself amount during the sime 
period to one hundred and forty millions of dollars, the entire 
issue of ‘Treasury Notes in the hands of the” people would be- 
three hundred millions of dollars ; which will have discharged a 
like amount of the indebtedness of the people, and almost have 
extinguished all their present outstanding obligations ; and will 
besides have upheld the Government in abundance. 

Of this large sum more than half will have as a direct and 
immediate basis for its redemption, the entire cotton crop, then 
worth more than it. had cost the government; w! ile the remain- ue 
der could in a few months, as soon as the bairier which separates 
us from the outer world is removed, be funded at par, at less 
interest than eight per cent, ; and thus bring that additional sum 
iu gold into the country, seeking investment in the Bonds of the 
Confederate Government, the richest, as it will certainly be the 
freest and purest on the face of the globe. 

We say these Notes can readily be funded at lung dates for 
less than eight per cent. Previous to our separation from the 
United States, the bonds of that Government bearing six per 
cent. interest, were worth a premium of eighteen per cent. ` and 
those of the States of New York and Massachusetts of like char- 
; acter had ready saie in the market at that rate. Less thansten 

days ago the war loan of the State of Massachusetts, in the shape 
of six per cent. bonds of the State, sold in Wall street at a pre. 
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mium of one and a half per cent, It is not therefore an uns 
reasonable assumption that when peaze is restored the Bonds of 
the Confederate ¿States can be disposed of at par, bearing less 
than eight per cent. interest. It will thus be seen that the policy 
proposed will free the people fram debt, give an abundance of | 
money in the country, and as a consequénce will give life and: 
vigor to all domestic enterprises of trade, commerce, agriculture, 
and manufactures; and at the same time give the Government 
_an inexhaustible supply of money for its support. 

+ It is fortunate for us that our enemies cannot adopt a similar 
plan to fill their own impoverished exchequer ; and it is a striking E 
fact that their policy in the warfare they have provoked and are 
urging on, is that which enables us to put it in successful opera- 
tion. They have environed us with a cordon of armed forces by 
sea and land, and thus cut off our foreign trade, precluding us 
from paying any of our foreign debt, or contracting new ones, 
and forced us to look to and rely upon our own resources, fortu- 
nately,ample for any emergency that the progress of things may 
dgvelop. Our enemies cannot, they dare not, make their own 
government obligations a legal tender in payment of either public 
or private debts. Their ports are all open, their trade and com. 
merce are with foreign nations, much of their indebtedness is 
due abroad, and the standard of value in money with them must 
coincide with that of the nations with which they do business. 
Our isolation makes ds a law unto ourselves. Our debts are 
wholly demestic. What our Government wants it must buy at * 
home; and can pay for with that which has value here. "Thus 
the blockade of our enemies and the stoppage of our foreign 
commerce will prove our salvation, if the government will only 
seize the golden means of rescuing itself and the people from 
impending disaster. - 

If the Government does not.adopt this plan, what will the Gov- 
ernment and the people do? What remedy is suggested for re- 
lieving the wants of either? The mere issue of these notes and 
not making (hem a legal tender will not suffice ; for in all this 
section of country where the Banks have not suspended specie, 
payments gold and silver are the standard, and these Treasury 
Notes will be put at a discount, which will increase as they be- 
come more numerous, until they will cease altogether to have 
circulation, and will sink into mere uncurrent paper and be the 
subject of barter and brokerage. To our minds it will be the 
inevitable result of not giving them a forced negotiability, that 
they will in spite of Railroad resolutions and Bank pledges, soon 
become, uncurrent and inconvertible. 

. Your memorialists are aware of the active efforts made by the 
Government to procure subscriptions to the cotton loan to the 
Government; but the indebtedness of the planter for which his 
cotton is pledged to his commission merchant will préclude the 
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large part of the crop, without a breach of faith on the part of 
the planter, from being loaned to the Government; while that 
portion which is actually loaned, gives no relief to the planter 
making the loan, nor to his many creditors, whe in turn have 
their creditors ; nor in fact, to the government itself. 

Your memorialists have confined their-observations to the pur- 
chase by Government of the cotton crop alone, because it is their 
great staple. All they have said in behalf of the plan they pro- 
pose, is equally true of the tobacco crop, and of any surplus 
production which cannot find a ready market at home. VM 

The plan recommended is perfectly simple, and at the same ` 
time it reaches to the relief of every interest in the whole Con. 
federacy, teffers the Government an inexhaustible supply of the 
full equivalent of money; and puts in its hand the most powerful 
lever of peace, while at the same time it brings to the people, let 
the storm of war rage ever so wildly, a real and permanent pros- 
perity. — ; 

Yun memorialists have not thought it necessary to inquire into ` 
the questidn of power to adopt the proposed plan ; because there 
can be no: question that the Provisional Congress if it doubt about 
its authority under the powers of the Provisional Constitution, can 
- enlarge the grant so as clearly to confer it. 

Your memorialists speak the voice of the Legislature of a great 
State. and they believe, of the people whom they represent, and 
they beg of your Honorable body an earnest examination into 
what they believe will prove of infinite value to the Government’ | 
Sand to themselves, in securing our triumph in the war which we 
are now waging, and establishing the permanent prosperity of the 
country. l l 

The report was received and agreed to, and the memorial to -

tion of Mr. Starke 150 copies were directed to be printed for the 
use of the Legislature.

Wuereas, by the act of the Government of the United States, 
war exists between that Government and the Government and 
people of the Confederate States of America, therefore, we, the 
Representatives of a united people, determined to prosecute the 
war with all the men and means at our command to a successful 
termiñation, or a total annihilation of men and money, deem it 
highly expedient, in behalf of the people of the State of Missis: 
sippi, to ask of your honorable and patriotic body to take into con. 
sideration the propriety and expediency of making the Treasury 
notes issued by the Confederacy a legal tender in the payment of 
debts ; and, also, the expediency of affording the planters a mer. 
ket for their cotton and tobacco crops, by the purchaseof the same, 
or liberal advances to them, by the Government, of Treasury - 
Notes in part payment for those commodities, in order to afford to 
the Government a basis for thé redemption of the notes so issued, 
and to afford the necessary monied facilities to the planters and 
others to pay their individual liabilities and carry on their business 
without interruption or material embarrassment during the war. 

Your memorialists are of the opinion, should Congress adopt 
the measures indicated, and hold the cotton and tobacco until the 
close of the war, or until such time as an advantageous sale can 
be effected, it would put in the hands of the Government a pow- 
erful lever to procure a speedy peace with the United States, and 
a full and complete recognition, by foreign powers, of the indepen- 
dencé of the Confederate States, and furnish to the Government 
of the Confederate States a basis of credit equally as valuable and 
reliable, for the redemption of its ‘Treasury notes. as ingots of gold 
in any bank in the world By adopting the plan recommended, 
your memorialists are of opinion, that the war can be carried on 
for an indefinite period, . without creatin, any or but very little for- 
eign debt; and when the war closes,'as close it must at no distant 
day, (if allthe cotton and tobacco giown within the limits of the 
Confederacy be held by the Government until that consummation 
isreached,) the Confederate States will be the most free, and its 
inhabitants the most-wealthy, of any other nation of people, be- 
cause the money expended will be among her own people, ‘and 
the Government will have under its own control those articles 
which are indispensable to the civilized world in such quantities 
as to enable her to control the price of cotton and tobacco, to an 
extent sufficient to prevent low prices aftér commercial relations 
are fully established with other commercial nations. * 

Your memorialists deem it unnecessary to say more on the sub- ` 
Ject, but submit the proposition to the consideration of Congress, 
. requesting them to give the subject that attention which in the 
opinion of your memorialists the subject deserves, 
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Resolved, That His Excellency, the Governor be and he is 
hereby requested to forward a copy of this memorial to each of 
our Representatives in the Congress of the Confederate States, 
with a request that it be laid before that body for its consideration.

GENTLEMEN—Ín compliance with the resolution passed by your". - 
honorable body on the 26th inst., requesting me to communicate 
to the House information in regárd to the appropriation for the 
purchase of arms, L liave the honor herewith to report a. statement 
from the Auditor's office of the amount drawn, and from accounts 
and vouchers in my office, the amount expended of said appropri- 
ation. It will be seen from these statements that a portion of the 
money drawn on this appropriation and deposited with the Treas- 
urer on the 6th of July, 1860, (as per copy of M. D. Haynes” re- 
ceipt herewith marked A,) has not been expended, it was reserv- 
ed in the treasury to meet contracts made by Adjutapt General 
_W. L. Sykes, with manufacturers of arms in the Northern States. 
Finding it impossible to purchase the rifle and sabre bayonet 
"which was the arm universally called for by the volunteers, I sent 
Gen. Sykes to Washington to ask the assistance of Hon. Jefferson 
Davis in procuring the arms called for. Col. Davis informed me 
after diligent enquiry that such arms as I wanted were not in the 
United States for sale, and at his suggestion Gen. Sykes entered 
into a contract with Eli Whitney for the manufacture of fifteen 
hundred Mississippi rifles, and ordered froni his armory pistols, 
rifled muskets and accoutrements to the amount of six or eight 
thousand dollars. These rifles were to be delivered in install- 
ments commencing on the first of October last, but after deliver- 
ing one hundred and forty he forfeited the contract and claimed 
payment for all the arms he had dalivered, the State then being 
in debt to him about four thousand dollars, which I refused to pay 
until he complied with the contract, and wrote to him to go to. 
Washington and settle the matter with Col. Davis. He went and 
agreed to deliver one thousand of the rifles by giving him much 
longer time to manufacture them. Col. Davis agreeing, and 
promising that the price agreed on should De paid on delivery, to- 
gether with the four thousand dollars then due, the money was re- 
tained in the Treasury to meet this new contract, believing that 
the four thousand dollars which I held was a sufficient guarantee 
for its performance. After many delays and excuses the contract 
was forfeited and the four thousand dollars has not been paid him. 
Ames also forfeited his contract for arms and accoutrements, leav- 
ing a balance due him of about twelve hundred-dollars neither 
of which balances I have thought right to pay. 
~ [t will thus be seen that I attempted first to purchase rifles ; not 
finding them I next contracted for the manufacture of them, and 
Yankee bad faith prevented my getting them, for which faithless- 
ness I have retained over five thousand dollars for a part of the 
arms they did deliver. I persistently sought rifles because the 
voluuteer companies refused to receive any other arms. Finding

they could not be obtained I bought five thousand muskets—and 
such other arms as I could then obtain. 

By reference' to account current of Block, McAfee & Co., 
which is herewith submitted, you will see that two thousand of the 
nineteen thousand sent to them was paid to John A. Winston & 
Co., this two thousand was advanced on my order by J. A. Win. 
ston Co., to pay the expenses of the- Mississippi troops sent to 
Pensacola, in January last, and by my direction paid to Winston 
& Co., from the funds deposited with Block, MeAfee & Co., and 
deducted from the appropriation made by the í 'ónvention, to pay 
the expenses of those troops and deposited in the Treasury for 
which I now hold the Treasurers receipt. 

‘In regard to the character of arms purchased, I refer you to 
Adjutant General Sykes’ report and account herewith transmitted 
marked B, and to report of Col. S. G. French, abstract marked 
A, and in addition to these 1 purchased three hundred and seven- 
ty-nine rifles, and in response to that clause in the resolution in re- 
lation to theissues of arms, E herewith transmit report of Col. S. G. 
French, abstract B, and Adj’t-Gen. Sykes’ report marked C, as to 
arms now on hand 1 refer you to report of J. M. Baldwin marked 
D. In regard to the contracts for arms L have not been “able to 
find that made with Whitney, but presume itis on file among the 
papers of the Adjutaut.General Sykes. 1 think it was made in 
May, 18 The papers, relating to a contract made by the 
Military oard with the Belgium Direct Trade Company, con- 
tract, securities, &c., being valuable, are deposited in the Treas- 
urer's office. ‘This contract was for seven thousand Belgium 
rifles, to be delivered on the first of July, for which the Board 
agreed to pay one hundred and thirty-seven thousand dollars. 
Auditor's warrants for this amount were issued and deposited in 
Citizens Dank, in Neiv Orleans, as per contract, and thirty-four 
thousand dollars paid on the first of May, security being taken for 
its re.paymeht. ‘The arms have not been delivered and the Direct 
Trade Company, now propose to réturn the money paid. 

This report and statement I hope will be considered by your 
honorable body a full response to all the points embraced in the 
resolution. Although this statement is not a final settlement of 
this account, I have sought to make it full and accurate enough 
for it to be,clearly understood by all the members ot the House.

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REPORT GF ADJUTANT-GENL 


GENERAL HEAD-QUARTERS, STATE OF MISSISSIPPI: 


ADJUTANT-GENERAL/s OFFICE, 


Jackson, January the 18th, 1861. 
llis ExceELLENCv JouwN J. Petrus, 


Governor and Commander-in-Chief Mississippi Militia. 

Sir: Pursuant to an act of the Legislature, prescribing the du- ` 
nes of the Adjutant-General, I have the: honor to submit the fol. 
lowing repórt for the year ending December, 1860, and from. 
January the Ist, 1861 to January the 17th inclusive. ` 

The past year was as remarkable for the military organizations 
effected in the State, as for the great political changes which took 
place throughout the country. 

The precariou condition of political affairs in this country, oc- 
casioned by Northern aggression, upon the institutions of the 
Soutn, aroused the people of the Southern States to a sense of 
their. imperfect security; and their Legislatures by wise council, 
made ample provision for the purchase of arms and munitions of 
war for the defense of the States. 

The Mississippi Legislature being duly impressed with a sense 
of her insecurity, and roused by the action of John Brown, and 
his confederates;at Harper's Ferry, in their attempt to stain and 
drench the soil of Virginia in innocent blood, made an appropria- 
tion in December, 1859, of $150,000, for the purchase of arms, 
in order to prepare her to resist effectually such a fanatical raid, 
should an attempt be made to perpetrate such an act within her . 
borders. 

So soon as the passage of the act appropriating the sum of 
$150,000 for arms was known throughout the State, military or- 
ganizations commenced springing up from her Northern borders to 
the Sea Coast. (These organizations of volunteer companies pro- 
gressed steadily; though slowly during the spring and summer 
months; organizing-at the rate of some two companies per month; 
the military ardor aroused by the John Brown raid abating to 
some extent. 
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Within the past two inonths the political excliément awakéned ` 
by the election of a Black Republican to the Presidency, being ` 


` unprecedented, and Without parallel in the history of this country; 


these expiring military fires are being rekindled, and companies 
are organized and have been organizing, at the rate of from seven 
to eight per week; numbering from fifty to sixty men, ready to. 
march to the field of battle to defend the soil of their birth or 
adoption from the ignominious taunts of the Black Republican 
horde, and anxious to place her among the nations of the earth 


- as a free, independent and sovereign people, discarding and dis- 


regarding the Union of the States upon the present inéquality of 
rights. While appreciating their love for independence and 
Siate pride, I regret that the existing military law does not em. 
power the Governor to call them into service, except within the 
limits of the State ; the law is adapted to home service, or more 
particularly, to parade. and inapplicable to actual service on the 
field. A tew suggestions and recommendations on this point will 
be detailed in a subsequent paragraph of this report, to which 
special attention is requested. 

The military fires enkindled within the chivalric sons of Mis. 
sissippi within the past year are unprecedented in her military 
annals. The number of companies organized up to the 16th 
January, 1861, dating from January 1st, 1860, amounts to sixty- 
five ; of this number, fifty-five organized as rifles, but some three 
or more have been furnished the altered percussion musket, and 
others wiil be compelled to resort to the same arm. Of this num- 
ber only one company organized as Infantry, and one Light In- 
fantry (Monroe Light In'antry, and “Enterprise Guards as In- 
fantry," with rifled muskets.) ‘The number of Cavalry companies 
formed amounts to eight. The number of Artillery three. 

As to the exact number of men composing these companies, it 
is impossible to state definitely. for the reason that the law upon 
which these organizations were effected has been waived, ‘or the 
past few months, owing to the exigencies of the times, and again 
in petitioning for organization, the companies frequently carry out 
the law to the extent only, to entitle them to organization, that is 
only getting thirty-two signatures to the petition, when the com. 
pany numbers, probably fifty men or more. I therefore state the 
number of regular uniformed volunteers will be based upon the 
arm distribution, (and hy approximation for companies not holding 
arms) which is the surest method of arriving at an estimate o£ 
the number of men. ) l a 

The impossibility of procuring the Mississippi Rifle, with sabre 
bayonet, has produced much dissatisfaction among the companies, 
and while it has caused the disbandment of some, prevented the 
organization of others, and bas, therefore, been prejudicial in two 
distinct ways. Relative to the Mississippi Rifle, it is but justice. 
to state that every effort has been made to procure them within the 
power of this Department, 
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T his arm being renowned for the brilliant victoriés achieved 
upon the battle fields of Mexico, in'the hands of the First Regi. 
ment of Mississippi Riflemen, has derived the. appellation of 
“Mississippi Rifle,” and is the principal arm called for by the 
volunteer corps; 

In consequence of the numerous applications for this rifle, the 

Adjutant. General in compliance with verbal instructions, proceed, 
ed North in May last-for the purpose of making contracts for this 
rifle, to-supply the demand existing up to tne time of departure. 
'This was effected after much difficulty, in finding a saitable ar. 
mery for its manufacture. On the 6th of June, a contract was 
closed with Eli Whitney, of Connecticut, for fifteen hundred of 
these rifles, with bayonets, one thousand of which were to be de- 
livered by the 1st of December, 1860. -At the time of the first 
delivery ef arms (Oct. 15th,) said Whitney raised a point relative 
to the inspection, fearing an inspection by an officer of the Army, 
and refused to have them examined, and, therefore. shipped out 
60 of said arms, as samples he said of what he could furnish. 

The arms were received and examined, and proved to be old 
guns fixed up. | Such an act being a violation of the letter and 
spirit of the contract, none of the sms were taken as a part o 
the contract, though the 60 were taken as an experiment. The 
affair is now being adjusted between a U. S. Senator and said 
Whitney, but owing to the bad faith of Whitney, the arms wil! 
probably never be received, and the companies will have to re. 
sort to whatever can be furnished. 

The number of commissions issued to officers of voluntee: 
companies approximates two hundred and fifty-five, of this numbei 
sixty-five were issu»d to Captains, and one hundred and ninety to 
Lieutenants. . 

Several companies were organized and commissions were is- 
sued early in the Spring, but owing to, causes but partially report. 

ed, they disbanded within a few months after their or gauization 
` —among them “Sharon Rifles," of Madison county; * ‘University 
Rifle Company.” Lafayette; “Chickasaw Dragoons, Chicka. 
saw; “Home Guards,” Lowndes ; : and a few others. The com- 
missions to the officers are not included in the aggregate of com- 
—migsions. The number of men regularly organized into uni- 
formed companies of volunteers amounts to two thousand and 
twenty.seven, armed. Of the thirty-eight companies unarmed, 
allowing fifty men for an average of each, we have nineteen hun- 
dred unarmed volunteers—which number added to the number of 
‘armed men, . gives an aggregate of three thousand nine hundred 
and twenty-seven men belonging to the volunteer companies, 
which approximation will vary but little from the correct number. | 
This force, armed and properly offic: red, would on the field, be 
formidable to an advancing foe.

The number of arms in the hands of the troops amounts to . 
2,127 stand ; of rifles 1,256 ; of percussion muskets 391 ; of flint . 
about 60; of pistols 462; of sabres 370; and will be classified 
in the schedule marked A, in the Appendix. 

The States quota of arms from the U. S. Government for. the 
year 1860, amounting to 315 muskets, or their equivalent in other | 
arms, was drawn in field artillery, amounting in all to 6 six pown- 
der howitzers, all of which were dismounted, save one 6-pounder, 
with carriage timber and impliments and equipments complete, 
and 1 set of harness for four horses. These guns have all been 
mounted at the State Penitentiary, and are ready for the field with 
the exception of harness, caissons, battery wagon and forge 
Special attenticn is called to the caissons, battery wagons and 

- forge. There is not a caisson, battery wagon or forge in the 
State; (at least no record of such in the office) and a field battery 
is incomplete, and but partially effectual without them. The har- 
ness is being made, and the caissons, &c., can be made at about 
the same expense as a gun carriage. Fortunately for the State, 
the quota for 1861, amounting to 319 muskets, was advanced by 
the Secretary of War in May, 1860; and was taken in U. S... 
long range rifles with Ma 'nard primer and sabre bayonets, and 
amounted to 212. In consequence of the inability to make vari- 
ous irons necessary in the construction of the 6 poünder gun car- 
riages, the Secretary of War advanced tbe requisite, irons on 
account of the quota for 1861, which irons amounted to thirty- 

„four (31) muskets, or $442; thereby reducing the number of 
rifles. r 

The Legislature at the session of 1859 and '60, passed an act 
entitled “an act further to regulate the Militia and Volunteer sys- 
tems," one section of said act éstablished a “Volunteer Military 
Board,” to be composed of the Captains of Volunteer Companies 
of all arms throughout the State. i 

In compliance with the provisions of said act, the Board as- 
sembled in Jackson, in May, and proceeded to effect an organiza- 
tion of the Volunteer forces. By the actiom of-said Board, the 
State comprises one Division, which is subdivided into two Bri- 
gaces, each Brigade subdivided into two Regiments, and each 
Regiment into two Battalions. Gd 

This is the existing Volunteer Military organization of the 
State, and will suffice unless there are numerous accessions to the 
volunteer corps, when an additional number of general officers 


will be required. By the existing law, the officers commanding .* 


the Division, brigades, etc., who are elected by said Board, 
while exercising the command of General and Field Officers, are 
only commissioned as Captains. Such is unprecedented in mili. 
tary history; and I therefore suggest in order to obviate a consti- ` 
‘tutional point which was raised on the passage of the bill, that 
said Board act as a Convention, and be allowed only to make the 
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nominations for these offices; aud that the members of the Divi- 
sion, brigades, regiments, &c., (the qualified electors) be required 
to elect the several officers, and that the nominations be not con- 
fined to the | t'aptains of Companies as at present, but extend 
through the whole of the different corps, thereby allowing privates 
who possess ¡military qualifications, an equal chance with officers. 
I further suggest that the elections for these offices be ordered 
from General Head-quarters, arid to take place annually, or bien. 
. nially, or otherwise, upon the same day throughout each command. 
By this method, the constitutional point will be obviated, and a 
general or field officer can be commissioned according to the rank 
he holds. : 

The Board provides that the “ Staff of the Commandant of : 
Division shall consist of twelve," and the “Staff of Command. 
ant of Brigade shall consist of twice the number prescribed by 
the Army regulations, without specifying the rank of either mem. 
ber of each staff. I suggest that each staff be reduced, and that 
the rank of each officer be specified. No reports of the practical 
operations of the Division, brigades, cc, have been received at 
this department. I recommend that at the next meeting of the 
Board, a committee be appointed to draft a system of regulations 
for the Volunteer organization. ‘Fhe law-requiring the Captains 
of Volunteer Companies to make annual reports to the Adjutant- 
General of the condition of their arms, has been but partially 
complied with. The reports that have been received, will be 
found in the Appendix. ,

Calhoun, Carroll, Chickasaw, Choctaw, Harrison, Jefferson, 
Lafayette, Lauderdale, Leake, Lowndes, Marion, Perry, Scott, 
Sunflówer, Tallahatchie, Washington. 

Relative to the Militia, will state that the law requiring pa. 
rades, is in existence, but no orders have. been issued by the Com- ` 
mander-in-Chief, instructing general and field officers to enforce 
the law. The law requiring these parades was revived some 
eleven months ago, and not one report has been received from 
any company, regimental or battalion parade. The law, as it 
exists, is impracticable, and requires to be remodelled before it 
can be effectual. ‘The little interest taken in the Militia, is con- 
clusive evidence that a regular organized Militia is contrary to 
the spirit of the people, and an erganization can never be effected 
when the people agree by common consent. to disregard the law, 
aud laws being of no purpose when they are unobserved, I re 
commend the repeal of the law. Proof sufficiently conclusive to 
show that but little interest is taken in the Militia, has been fur- 
nished this office by the recent returns of election—as some coun- 
ties which have eight or nine hundred men subject to military 
duty, polled at tho elention for field officers only, fram two to fif. 
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teen votes. Further proof is that during last Spring, an election 
was ordered by the Colonél of the ninth regiment of the first Di- 
vision for an election of Company officers,—which he reports to 
this office as follows: “the qualified, electors were present, the 
polls opened, and the men refused to vote.” He desired to know * 
what was to be done? ‘The only reply was that the framers of 
the bill anticipated no such gross disrespect to military authority, 
and made no provisions.relative thereto. ' Legislative action is 
recommended on this point. 

To show the impracticability of the law, it is necessary to state 
that:a Regiment is composed of ten Companies, or one thousand 
(1000) men. By the law each county constitutes a Regiment. 
In numerous counties the number of: men subject to duty does 
not exceed five. hundred, (500) and in some the number exceeds 
twenty-five hundred (2500). Still further the companies are lim- 
ited to sixty four men, and by the law not more than eight com 
panies in a Regiment. ‘Therefore it is impossible to effect an 
organization under this law. I recommend its repeal, and sug- 
gest that a per capita tax be collected in lieu of this Militia duty, 
and be deposited in the State Treasury for general military pur- 

oses. 
T On first Monday i in October last, the regular biennial election 
for Militia officers was holden, and from the returns not more than 
two-thirds of the requisite officers were elected. The number of 
commissions issued amounts to 299, of General officers 12; ot 
Field 104 ; of Staff 28; of Line 155. 

'The issuing and distribution of commissions to the officers en- 
tails expense upon the State, and infinite unnecessary labor in this 
office, and produces no good whatever. Should it be deemed un- 
advisable to repeal this law, I recommend a Convention of the 
General' officers and their Staffs, for the purpose of adopting a 
system of regulations, and a uniform, &c. The amount of the 
Expenditures of the Department for Arms, and Military purposes, 
is about $26,900 42. 

The apportionment of the expenditures will be found in the Ap- 
pendix. ‘The receipts have been small. A sale of old and worth- 
less muskets was effected with a house in New York. The 
amount received was $292, which has been deposited to the cre- 
dit of the Department. - The Volunteer Companies are recom- 
mended in their elections of officers to select always men of mili- 
tary qualifications, as it is impossible for an officer to impart to 
his subalterns knowledge which he does not possess. The crea- 
tion of the office of Inspector-General of Volunteers, and the con- 
solidation of the duties of said office, and those of Quarter-Master- 
General also, with the -duties of Adjutant-General, renders the: 
total duties too onerous for a single officer to perform them, which 
is e e from their variety. 
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The duties of Quarter-Master at this time being sufficient for 
one officer to perform, +enders it impossible for the duties of Ad. 
jutant-General to he discharged properly, which are equally as 
important, and the duty of Inspectoi-General of Volunteers, while 
this duty is being performed renders it impossible to transact the 
business of either of the other offices. I therefore recommmend 
that a clerk be allowed this office, and that the duties of Quarter- 
Master devolve upon the proper officer, for such compensation as 
the Legislature may see fit to allow. ` 

The law requiring the Adjutant-General to inspect the. various 
Volunteer Companies throughout the State, once in two years, 
has been but partially complied with, owing to protracted illness, 
occasioned in the prosecution of these duties. Only four Com. 
panies were inspected to wit; Port Gibson Riflemen, Adams” 
Light Guard Battalion, (Natchez) Volunteer Southrons, and 
Vicksburg Sharpshooters, ( Warren.) Orders were issued for the 
inspection of the Quitman Guards at Holmesville, Pike County, 
Gainsville Volunteers," Hancock County, Biloxi Rifle Guards, in 
Harrison County, Quitman Light Infantry, in Noxubee County, 
Noxubee Riflemen, at Macon, and Columbus Riflemen, Colum- 
bus; and other orders would have been issued but for the cause 
above mentiored. Z2 

In regard. to the Companies inspected, will remark that each 
manifested much zeal and military proficiency, the Captains being 
officers of military bearing, $c. T would recommend to the Cap- 
tains of Volunteer Companies a regular system of instruction :— - 
for Infantry, commencing with the school of the soldier, and con- 
tinuing through the school of the Company to the School of the 
Battalion :—for Cavalry, the school of the Trooper, &c::—for the 
Artillery, Light Artillery tactics. Owing to the probability.of a 
war between the two sections of the country, I would recommend: 
to the companies who expect to engage in it, a thorongh system of. - 
drilling, and practice in the advance in line of battle, **for the his- 
tory of the application of modein tactics in battle gives the lesson 
that courage is dependant upon instruction." The existing milita- 
ry law, with some alterations, while it would meet the exigencies 
of the Volunteer corpse in time of peace, is wholly unadapted to 
"the field in time of war; for while it allows the Captain com- 
manding the Division, to order parades, encampmients, &c., it . 
does not authorize the Commander.in-Chief to call them into 
service except in the State, and there being no probability of any 
necessity for their services in the State, they cannot be called to 


assist another State. Such being the case, 1 suggest the'proprie- : :- 
iy of making no further distribution of arms, until some other ar. > 


rangements better adapted can be made, and will recommend that: 
in the event a Southern Confederacy is formed, and active hostil. 
ities are commenced between the South and the North, that the 
Military organizations that are formed for the service, be organ- 
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ized, irrespective of the existing law, and with strict conformity 
to Military law,—the company, composed of 100 men, being the 
basis of organization. , ! 

The Legislature of 1858 passed an act apppropriating the sum 
of $125,000 to Volunteer Companies of Infantry, and $150,000 
to Cavalry, after the performance of certain duties. Under this 
appropriation has been drawn the following amounts, viz :

I would recommend that a sufficient sum to supply the officers 
of Volunteer Companies with tactics be appropriated, and would 
suggest the purchase for this purpose, of “Gilham’s Manual for 
Volunteers and Militia," a work recently published ‘by authority 
of the State of Virginia, comprising the tactics for each arm of. 
the service, as compiled by officers of the infantry, artillery and 
cavalry of the regular service. 

The duties of Quarter-Master General devolving upon this de- 
partment, a passing notice relative to the business of the depart. 
..ment is necessary. 

In the month of March last, the old arms and accoutrements (a 
pile of rubbish) in the arsenal, were overhauled and examined, 
cleaned and stored away for an emeigency ; but itis to be hoped 
that an emergency that would bring them into requisition may 
never arise. Should, however, such take place, then we might 
truly exclaim with the Latin poet, that “man is never conscious 


of the danger ha has every moment to avoid," `A list of these 
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arms and accoutrements is on file in this office, but i is unnecessa- 
ry to be made in this report,

On the 15th of December, in compliance with verbal ‘instruc. 
tions, proceeded to the Baton Rouge. Arsenal, to examine u lot of 
the U. S. altered percussion muskets, with a view to the purchase 
‘of five thousand stand. The arms were examined, ànd proved 
.satisfaetory, and on the 31st of December, the fioal arrangements 
-were closed in New Orleans, between the United States Govern- 
ment and the State of Mississippi. 

These arms have all been received, and are now stored, await. 
‘ing otders relative to their distribution. - Ñ 

The Secretary of War, in November last, Së ‘a, com- 
-munication to his excellency, relative to the distribution of a lot 
of books, (Revised Instruction-for Field Artillery,”) which were 
stored: hy the U.S. Quarter] ‘Master at- ‘Philadelphia, awaiting 
. orders. - The quota amounting to A3 volumes, wás: ordered to be 
forwarded to this department, and has been : received. A 

There aré about one hundred:a fifty stand of ión. rifles 
in the State, that are not included in (hé Absíract of ‘Arms, &c., 
belonging to the State. These arms have been ordered to be re- 
turned to this department, but none have been received. They 
were drawn by the “Lauderdale Rifles,” “Attala Guards,” and 
“Monroe Riflemen,”? each of which has disbanded. 
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In concluding these remarks, willagain call the attention of the 
Volunteer Companies to the necessity of a regular system of in. 
struction, and to the importance of frequent instruction on the 
field.

INSPECTION OF ARMS. 


Attention is called to the subjoined reports of the Inspection of 
Volunteer companies by the Adjutant-General. 


Port Grzson, Saturday, Sept, Sth, 1860. 


To-day inspected the “Port ‘Gibson Riflemen,” Captain Wis. 
McKeever commanding. The company numbers forty men, and 
turned out at inspection twenty-three all told. ‘The arms in pos- 
session of this company are the U. S. percussion rifles, model of 
1842, and manufactured by Eli Whitney, of Connecticut. 

These arms were drawn in the year 1854, from the State Ar- 
senal, and are now in good order. The appendages are nearly 
all complete, a few wormers and screw-drivers are missing. The 
belts are all in good order. "The pouches are in tolerable order, 
but the style out of date. The springs attaching the powder flasks 
are nearly all broken, ‘This Company drew 60 stand of these 
arms, but report only (39.) "The others are scattered through 
Copiah and other counties adjoining—so the Captain reports. ` 

He has been trying to collect the scattered arms, but has met 
with but little success. In the afternoon the Company was pa: 
raded for drill. They: were exercised in various company move- 
ments, the manual of arms and the firings, and acquitted them. 
selves very well. Of these rifles a few are defaced by names, 
being cut and marked about on them, and all show age incident 
upon use. A few of the locks have been alteredfor target firing 
the others are as when drawn from the. State. "The interior of 
the barrels have been allowed to rust to some extent.

Subsequently, I 
made purchases in Memphis of knapsacks, canteens and army 
supplies, all of which were paid for in currency after the gold 
was sold for a premium, and from Major Mims’ report the total 


amount of premiums amount to $2114 18. I pursued this course , 


in the disposition of the gold received-from the Preasury, because. 


| thought it but just to the State to take advantage of suth cif- 


-cumstances,. and in this connection L take pleasure in acknow- 
ledging’ the valuable services: of assistant Quarter-Master Mims. 

A large amount of the disbursements by me has been in Treas. 
ury Notes, as in all purchases I have used every exertion to dis. 
pose of them, thinking it advisable to retain the gold as far as 
possible for future contingencies. If a committee of the Legis- 
lature will call, I wiil take pleasure in showing them each vouch- 
er, and by which they will perceive the ‘particulars of the dis- 
bursements. About twenty thousand dollars has been paid by 
me in contracts made by Col. Wm. Barksdale, and for the trans., 
actions of this department during his term. L refer you to report 
of Major Joseph Bennett, who was his assistant and clerk. 

I proceeded to New Orleans on 19th inst., and purchased full 
camp supplies for the five thousand troops lately called into the 
service of the Confederate States, and have them in hand at the 
“Army Store” at this time, intending to disburse them to the dif- 
ferent points of rendezvous during the present week. I refer you 
to Abstract G, for amount of property now on hand. 
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I have as yet made no provision for the subsistence of the 8000 
volunteers-called- for; by. (be. order of the. Military..Board, for the 
reason that I understand the several Brigadier Generals are can- 
vassing their:respective Brigades with the view of obtaining sup- 
plies from the. citizens of the State, and until I obtain a report of 
their success L do not know what amount of supplies to purchase. ` 

The following persons have been appointed “assistant Quarter- 
Masters,” : viz: .Major Joseph Bennett,.: Major J. M. Thompson, * 
Major L. Mims, and Capt. J. L. McManus... 

Major Thomson has been assigned to service at ‘Corinth, and I 
am unable to advise you of the number of assistants he has i in his 
department. Major Bennett has been assigned to Jackson, and 
has been acting as assistant Quarter-Master and clerk to Quarter- 
Master Col.. Barksdale, and has been since I came into office, - 
engaged in posting up the books of Col. Barksdale. 

There are also employed in the service J. C. Kerr and G. 
N. Langford, Esqrs., one as keeper of the army store, the other 
to assist in the clerical duties of the office, at salaries of $100 
per month each. I have transferred Mr. Langford to serve on 
the Sea Coast, as he is a competent and industrious man, and 
from his knowledge of the duties of Quarter-Master and Commis- 
sary, his services will be valuable. 

There are four companies now in service on the Sea Coast, and " 
J. C. Monet of Bay St. Louis, has been appointed Quarter-Mas- 
ter to them by the “Military Board.” I have employed at a sal. 
ary of $100 per month, Mr. R. D. Block, as clerk in this depart- 
ment. He isan experienced and competent accountant, and the 
services of such a person are indispensable. 1 employed him 
without examining whether I had the power to do so or not, and 
pay his salary from the public funds, intending, if I had not that 
right, to pay his salary myseif, as I could not and would not un- 
dertake to discharge the varied duties of this department without - 
such an assistant. Until 1 get the troops supplied, this depart. 
ment will need one assistant Quarter. Master, one store keeper, . 
one clerk, and one man to receive and forward supplies. 

L have appointed as pro tem assistant Quarter-Masters for the 
different Brigades for the 8000 volunteers called out by order of 
the «Military Board," the following persons :
